l*r.  T.  B.  Ray,  educational  secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  gave  a thrilling  account 
of  his  trip  in  South  America.  He  show- 
ed that  they  do  not  have  the  gosi>el 
preached  to  them.  They  are  noi  j*er- 
mittod  to  read  the  Bible.  They  pray  to 
saints— Mary  is  the  principal  saint. 
They  pray  to  her.  They  are  worship- 
ing images.  Mnny  people  are  breaking 
away  from  this.  But  they  go  off  into 
atheism  and  the  people  are  breaking 
trom  Catholicism.  It  would  be  better 
for  them  not  to  break  away  from 
Tiitholocism  for  they  are  in  worse  con- 
dition with  their  spiritism  than  allied 
with  their  Catholicsm.  Dr.  Ray  show- 
ed that  it  was  as  easy  to  reach  these 
people  as  in  any  heathen  country.  In 
preaching  to  the  people  there  was  noth- 
ing else  to  talk  about,  but  the  Cross 
of  Jesus.  The  missionaries  are  exceed- 
ingly careful  to  examine  them  as  to 
their  faith.  Mnny  of  them  suffer  severe 
persecutions  when  they  profess  (’hrist. 
Brazil  is  open  to  the  gospel.  Me  need 
ten  men  to  g*  there  now.  They  gave 
23  cents  apiec  to  Foreign  Missions,  and 
next  year  have  set  -35  cents  as  the 
goal  to  be  reached.  They  are  poor 
people. 

Pastor  Harry  L.  Martin,  Hollandale 
read  the -report  on  Temj>eranee  and 
Prohibition.  He  made  a strong  and  ef- 
fective speech  urging  law  enforcement. 

Gov.  E.  F.  Noel  was  introduced  by 
the  president  and  entertained  the  con- 
vention for  sometime  showing  that  the 
consumption  of  liquor  is  being  lnrgelv 
reduced. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pul* 

1 cations  was  read  by  N.  M\  P.  Bacon, 
who  made  a strong  speech  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  paper.  The  report  of  the 
committee  recommends  that  January 
Ik1  observed  as  Record  month.  As  al- 
ways the  report  on  publications  receiv- 
ed much  interest,  nnd  the  discussion 
elicited  many  animated  talks.  Eightv- 
two  pastors  stood  up  promising  to  ob- 
■erve  Record  Day  in  January. 

The  committee  appointed  to  draft 
resolutions  in  memory  of  Dr.  W.  S. 
Webb  reported  and  the  rep  *rt  was  ord- 
ered to  be  prinetd  in  The  Record.  T his 
will  occur  in  another  issue. 

At  the  night  session  Pastor  J.  W. 
Dickens,  of  Crystal  Springs,  conducted 
the  devotions,  reading  2 Cor.  8:9. 

The  singing  was  conducted  by  Home 
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ioard  Evangelistic  siuger,  I.  E.  Rey- 
nolds. There  was  new  life  thrown  into 
tpe  music.

Dr.  B.  D.  Grayl  the  inimitable  secre- 
tary of  the  board  si*oke — by  his  elo- 
quent, unique,  terse  and  pungent  argu- 
ments, and  apt  illustrations  the  Con- 
eution  was  held  in  wrapt  interest  as 
le  detailed  the  work  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board,  lie  is  altogether  unrepor- 
itablo— the  greatest,  strongest,  most 
iniversally  loved,  and  courageous  of  ull 
(the  secretaries.  He  swept  over  the 
South  like  a mighty  cyclone  from  the 
Ohio  to  the  Gulf— from  the  Atlantic 
l oast  to  the  Rio  Grande  in  the  lur 
West.  He  carried  the  great  audience 
with  him.  Binging  Evangelist  Rey- 
nolds sang  “A  Little  Bit  of  Love.” 
Every  heurt  was  quivering  and  many 
L-yes  were  swimming  in  tears.  It  was 
a gracious  hour. 

The  report  on  Orphanage  was  read 
by  E.  E.  Thornton.  The  report  states 
that  the  Orphanage  plant  is  conser- 
vatively valued  at  $150,000.00.  There 
iare  now  190  children  in  the  Home, 
and  when  the  buildings  are  completed 
the  Home  can  comtortubly  house  JtX) 


children.  Bro.  Thornton  spoke  con- 


leeruing  the  care,  the  pastors  should 
exercise  in  recommending  children 
for  the  Home.  Pastor  W.  C.  Gruce 
said  that  money  for  the  Orphan 
age  is  the  easiest  money  to  raise  of 
all  the  objects  to  which  we  contribute. 

I Superintendent  Carter  spoke  of  w hat 
! the  Home  has  done  and  is  doing.  We 
| owe  $7,000.00  on  the  new  house  now  be- 
| ing  built.  The  umber  of  children  is 
constantly  increasing.  There  are  1/ 

! rooms  in’  the  new  building  to  be  furn- 
| jshed.  It  is  desired  that  churches  or 
i societies  or  individuals  furnish  a room. 
It  will  cost  alK.ut  $50.00  to  furnish  one 
of  the  rooms.  “Orphanage  Jennings” 
spoke  in  a very  complimentary  way  of 
the  present  management.  A collection 
amounting  to  about  $100.00.  lln* 
mention  of  the  Orphanage  and  its  work 
struck  a responsive  chord  in  every 


heart.  It  holds  a large  place  in  the 
hearts  of  every  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Friday  Morning  Session.

The  delegates  were  largely  thin- 
ned out.  Many  being  called  home  on 
account  of  sickness  in  their  congrega- 
tion, some  to  bury  their  dead,  others 
because  they  wanted  to  go.

Ihe  report 
on  Nominations  was  mid  by  W.  M. 
Burr.  The  complexion  of  the  vurious 
Boards  was  not  materially  changed.

The  reports  showed  the  large  in- 
crease of  gifts  during  the  year.  The 
contributions  were  ns  follows:

V.  Rowe  stated  that  there  was  n small 
indebtedness  of  about  $800.00  but  this 
will  lx*  no  considerable  hindrance  to  the 
work.

The  I ord  has  set  His  seal  of  approv- 
al on  all  his  labors.

The  evening  hour  wns  given  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Tavmen’s  Mission- 
ary Movement  and  Woman’s  Work. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Henderson,  Secretary  of  the 
1 avmnn’s  Work  in  the  South,  address- 
ed the  large  audience  forcefully.  He 
presented  many  helpful,  practical  sug- 
gestions to  the  workers,  who  nre  inter- 
ested in  this  specal  work  . 

no  declared  that  the  man  who  sat 
around  all  the  week  and  whittled  white 
pine  could  not  excuse  himself  from 
making  a contribution  to  the  liOrd’R 
cause,  for  he  had  done  nothing,  hut  it 
wns  his  time.

A THRIVING  CHURCH. 

We  opened  work  in  the  enpital  city 
of  Colima  five  years  ago.  Tn  the  face 
of  much  opposition,  the  little  church 
has  had  slow  vet  stendv  growth,  ns  a re- 
sult of  the  untiring  labors  of  Rev.  Vic- 
tor Godinez,  the  native  pastor  in  charge 
They  began  this  year  with  a series  of 
prayer  meetings  which  continued  two 
weeks,  thus  kindling  the  fires  of  evan- 
gelism which  hnve  not  yet  censed  to 
bum.  The  members  taking  on  a new 
life  went  to  work  in  earnest  nnd  the 
church  has  enjoved  a continuous  revi- 
val from  that  day  to  this.  Two  we»»ks 
ago  Dr  . Hooker  and  T went  down  nnd 
ordained  Brother  Godinez,  to  the  full 
work  of  the  ministrv  nnd  held  meet- 
ings for  a week.  Brother  Hooker  doing 
the  preaching.  As  a result  22  people 
have  been  baptized  and  several  can- 
didates left  over.  The  church  has  re- 
ceived 32  by  baptism  this  vear  nnd  3 
by  letter,  thus  more  than  doubling  its 
membership  since  the  first  of  Jannnrv. 
There  have  been  some  very  remark- 
able conversions,  and  among  them  two 
drinking  desperadoes.  One  of  these, 


Mr.  Eugenio  Avina,  while  under  the  in 
fluenee  of  whiskey,  defied  four  police- 
men who  returned  to  headquarters  nnd 
reported  that  they  could  not  arrest 
him.  The  beautiful  young  wife  «>(  the 
other  man  of  like  character  said  that 
her  hnshnnd  wns  so  cruel  to  her  when 
he  wns  drinking  thnt  she  had  l*een 
tempted  to  commit  suicide,  ^hose  two 
men,  who  were  intimate  friends,  were 
np  to  nil  kinds  of  tricks.  Ro  they  went 
into  one  of  the  meetings  Inst  June 
through  curiosity  nnd.  as  they  after 
wards  confessed,  to  hnve  some  fun  at 
•the  expense  of  the  brethren,  but  they 
both  were  converted.  Thnt  beautiful 
young  wife  wns  overjoyed  nt  the  great 
change  thnt  hnd  come  over  her  hus- 
band. and  though  she  hnd  been  n faith- 
ful Catholic.  she  said  thnt  if  “thnt  new 
icligion”  could  produce  such  a revo- 
lution in  her  husband,  it  would  be  good 
for  her  nlso.  Rhe  has  1>een  converted 
and  is  now  working  to  bring  in  her 
whole  family,  thnt  is  her  kindred. 

Another  palsied  drunkard  wns  np 
preached  by  one  of  the  brethren  who 
said  to  him  “Gome  with  me,  T wish  to 
give  von  n remedv  for  thnt  drunken- 
ness.” He  took  him  to  henr  the  Gos- 
pel with  the  result  thnt  he  also  hns 
I men  converted  nnd  joined  the  church. 
The  beautiful  part  of  it  is  thnt  so  soon 
as  these  people  nre  converted  they  go 
out  nnd  brine  in  their  kindred  nnd 
The  entire  Colimn  church  is  n lice  hive 
of  activity.  Rome  of  these  new  eon 
verts  hnve  spent  whole  nights  ip  the 
homes  of  their  friends,  rending  nnd  et 
plaining  the  Bible  to  them,  nnd  ns  soon 
us  the  Gospel  is  received  they  burn  up 
their  idolsi  I suppose  hundreds  of 
images  of  Hn*  saints  and  other  idols 
have  been  destroyed  in  Colimn  thii 
year. 

The  people  nre  rending  the  Bible 
with  three  objects  in  victf:  for  their 
own  comfort  nnd  instruction,  so  ns  to  be 
nnnlified  to  tench  it  to  others,  and  to  lie 
competent  to  defend  themselves  again 
pf  the  attacks  of  the  fnnnticnl  Cntholics 
who  try  to  argue  with  them.  But  they 
read  other  religious  literature  as  well. 
Pastor  Godinez,  hns  taken  22  subscrib- 
ers to  El  Bautista,  our  weekly  news- 
paper, which  is  n great  educator.  The 
little  dav  school  is  prosperous,  and 
when  T left  Colima  the  other  dav.  the 
women  were  organizing  among  them- 
selves a weekly  pmver  meeting. 

All  that  T have  been  saving  goes  to 
prove  the  transforming  power  of  the 
old  Gospel;  God  is  Irternlfv  working 
miracles  in  the  conversion  of  bad  peo- 
ple. During  mv  22  vears  in  Mexico.  T 
hnve  never  seen  n more  remarkable 
work  of  grace  than  thnt  now  going  on 
in  Colima.  The  great  change  that 
Vukes  place  in  the  character  and  lives 
cf  those  reformed  drunkards  nnd  des- 
paradoes  has  left  the  fanatical  Cath- 
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olio  pepple-cfl  nBd  eonfonnded;  they 
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►nd  it  at  all.

Pastor  Edwft’ds  was  hnsv  welcoming 
the  brethren  Bn  every  hand.

Dr.  ITncVet«called  the  Conference  to 
order,  and  affir  sinring  “All  hail  the 
Power  of  .Tefps  Name”  the  President 
read  J<»hn  1 ">  jft  l made  some  hanv  com- 
ments. The  «rg>'stion  to  read  this 
portion  of  tbM  word  was  snggested  by 
« hen  ”ti  fill  manorial  window  just  over 
the  hnrt’strvjj  The  widow  was  insert- 
ed to  the  mrAorv  of  Brother  R.  W.

TV  Hnckettfttated  that  because  of  a 
deficiency  in  Rearing  which  came  to 
him  during  im  F*0’s  by  the  explosion 
of  one  of  the  sirgest  guns  in  the  army, 
he  preferred  Sp  be  excused  from  serv- 
ing as  Presic  »nt|  of  the  Conference. 
M -tin  Ball  Jominated  Pnstor  R.  A. 
Kimbrough,  o ! Blue  Mountain.  Thefe 
was  no  other  Aiomination  and  he  was 
nennimouslv  rhbsen.  Pastor  Theo. 
Whitfield  of  lie. First  Church  of  Mo- 
Comb,  wan  cfiisen  Vice-President  and 
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W.  H.  Morgan,  of  Shaw  was  re-elected 
Clerk. 

A Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the 
government  of  the  Conference  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose  a year  ago.  After  a few 
changes  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  adopted  . 

The  progrnm  wns  tnken  up,  and  Pres- 
ident Kimbrough  discussed  the  subject 
“The  Preacher  in  his  study'  receiving 
His  Message.”  He  spoke  of  the 
Trencher  as  a student  of  the  Bible,  and 
further  his  study  should  be  larger  than 
thnt  of  books.  The  praeher  should 
•study  how  to  present  the  Gospel. 
Study  History,  poetry,  biography,  and 
illustrations,  such  he  may  get  from 
science  and  the  results  of  scietific  re- 
search. The  subject  wns  discussed  by 

H.  W.  Rockett,  W.  C.  Grace  and  II.  F. 
Sproles. 

The  afternoon  work  was  opened  with 
a talk  from  Pastor  A.  T.  Cinnnmond 
whose  snjiject  was  “The  Preacher  res- 
I>onding  to  his  call.”  He  based  his  re- 
marks on  the  call  of  Isninh.  Dr.  P.  I. 

I. ipsey  discussed  “The  Preacher  in  the 
closet  seeking  for  power.”  He  spoke 
of  the  sure  need  of  power,  the  sure  sup- 
ply of  power  and  some  of  the  inevitable 
conditions  of  power. 

The  Holy  Spirit  wns  surely  present 
in  mighty  power  at  the  conclusion  of 
his  talk.  At  the  suggestion  of  Dr. 
Sproles  the  Conference  was  led  in  prny- 
er  by  Pnfttor  M.  0 . Pnterson. 

When  the  prayer  was  ended  many 
were  weeping,  some  brethren  even  sob- 
bing aloud.  It  was  a great  hour.  The 
Conference  reached  high  tide.  Pnstor 
T.  J.  Bnrksdals  spoke  of  “The  Prouch- 
fr  delivering  His  message.”  He  told 
the  audience  thnt  a preacher  should 
realize  his  obligations  to  God,  and  his 
obligations,  to  his  people.  A minis- 
ter ought  to  avoid  too  much  minister- 
ial preacherism.  Every  prenclier 
should  be  natural.  If  there  bubbles  up 
a good  quality  of  wit  the  preacher 
should  not  restrain  it.- 

The  discussion  wqs  entered  into  by 

B.  R.  Hughey,  Bryan  Simmons  and  H. 
F.  Sproles. 

Pastor  E.  L.  Weson  introduced  the 
subject  “The  Preacher  in  the  Home 
Bringing  Comfort  and  Cheer.”  This 
is  a sacred  thing,  and  no  one  knows 
how  sacred  and ‘how  beautiful  it  is  ex- 
cept those  who  have  experienced  it. 
His  talk  was  sweet,  helpful,  consoling 
and  comforting.  All  who  have  felt  the 
hand  of  affliction  should  have  heard 
the  helpful  heart  to  heart  talk.  It 
came  from  a heart  thnt  had  recently 
bled  and  wns  a ray  of  light  to  hearts 
that  had  been  broken. 

Pastor  Wesson  wns  followed  in  the 
open  discussion  by  M.  0.  Patterson,  II. 

C.  Roberts  nnd  J.  D.  Jameson. 

Pastor  W.  A,  Hewitt  discussed  “The 
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Preacher  and  Church  Finances.”  He 
said  the  T.ord  did  not  lay  down  rules, 
but  principles.  The  preacher  snould 
have  ns  little  to  do  with  the  finances  as 
| possible. 

Even  the  deacon  does  not  have  much 
to  do  with  gathering  the  money,  hut 
much  in  the  distribution.  The  Bible 
way  is  to  bring  the  money  in — “Lay  by 
ip  store  as  the  Lord  has  prospered 
Von.* 

The  President  appointed  a commit- 
tee on  Progrnm  for  next  year,  consist- 
ing of  Pastors  P.  T.  Lipsev,  J.  W.  Dick- 
ens and  M.  O.  Patterson. 

The  interest  increased  in  the  sub- 
jects discussed,  nnd  all  thought  there 
wns  too  little  time  given  to  the  consid- 
eration of  such  important  subjects. 

Pnstor  W.  S.  * Allen  presented  the 
subject,  “The  Preacher  in  General  Be- 
nevolence.” The  great  need  of  our 
people  is  entire  consecration  of  every- 
thin*; to  Ood.  We  are  to  remember 
ilbnt  we  are  the  stewards  of  God.  Wo 
must  he  informed,  nnd  tlien  impart 
thL  information. 

Get  a man  to  rend  the  Banfist  Rec- 
ord The  Heme  Fmbl  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Journal  nod  there  will  he  no  dif- 
ficulty in  getting  him  to  give.  We 
on gh t also  to  preach  on  this  snlqect  nnd 
give  every  momher  of  the'  church  an 
opportunity. 

“The  Preachers*  Mission  to  other 
Pennies  than  Baptists”  was  diseussed 
hv  "Pastor  Weeks  of  the  First  Cfinrcli, 
Viekshurg  in  a well  pronnred  pm.pr. 
Pastor  L.  E.  Barton  and  J.  A.  Hnck- 
ott  made  some  pertinent  remarks. 

Dr.  W.  .T.  MoOlothUn.  of  the  Semin- 
ary in  T onisville.  KV..  preaehed  the  ser- 
mon. He  used  T For.  1 :23  nnd  T Cor. 
9;°2  ns  a text.  Two  fixed  fncts  are 
presented:

M o are  not  adapting  ourselves  to  peo- 
ple we  wonld  rpach.  We  do  not  know 
men  well  enough  to  he  ahle  to  adapt  our 
methods  to  them.  There  are  preiudi- 
ces  - we  all  have  th«m.  Panl  wos  he.nt 
on  finding  something  that  would  work.

ers. 

It  is  claimed  thjat  side-whiskers 
are  useful  in  that  they  afford  an  oc- 
cupation for  the  hands  of  nervdus 
men;  but  this  argument  is  not  thor- 
oughly sound,  unless  we  believe 
that  nervous  womeh  are  more  ner- 
vous than  nervous  njen  because  they 
nave  no  side-wblsk^rs  to  stroke.’ 

The  surest  plan  to  avoid  them  is 
to  be  on  the  safe  side,  and  to  nave 
them  removed  eithei'  by  amputation

KYE  V.  OATS  AS  A COVER  CROP. 


Thomas  M.  Swift,  Elberton.  Ga— 
I will  commence  breaking  my  cot- 
ton land  about  November  10  with 
traction  engine  and  disc  plows, 
breaking  the  land  about  10  inches 
'cep.  I wlll^ break  15  to  20  arret* 
lay.  I want  to  sow  oats  or  rye  as  s 
cover  crop.  This  land  I will  pant  Is 
olton  next  spring.  Would  you  sd- 
Ise  oats  or  rye?  I want  to  Improve 
the  land.  My  Idea  was  to  sow  the 
grain  ahead  of  the  disc  plows. 
Please  advise. 

Answer — In  your  latitude  I would 
advise  the  sowing  of  rye  as  a cover 
crop  rather  than  oats,  because  when 
put  in  as  you  propose,  oats  would 
be  much  more  liable  to  be  winter- 
killed.  Rye,  however,  is  open  to  tbs 
objection  that  the  turf  that  it  forms 
is  a somewhat  more  difficult  pre- 
position to  handle  tnan  oats 
if  your  main  object  is  to  benefit  tb* 
land,  it  would  be  better  to  •«* 
hairy  vetch  or  crimson  cover  tbsi 
either  rye  or  oats,  because  thssr 
and  vetch)  are  legumes  and  would 
add  nitrogen  to  the  soil.
